He  can  hit 
for  power  or  for  average  and  has  played  the  outfield 
and  infield.  Little  noted  is  his  durability,  game  after 
game,  season  after  season.  He  is  a  respected  leader 
on  and  off  the  field,  and  plays  best  when  the  pres¬ 
sure  is  greatest.  Yaz  is  in  his  16th  major  league  sea¬ 
son,  yearns  for  the  one  honor  that  has  eluded  him  — 
a  World  Series  championship.

He  was  a  pitcher-third  baseman 
in  earlier  years,  which  may  explain  his  throwing  skills, 
number  of  assists  and  participation  in  double  plays.  He 
also  has  a  keen  eye  at  the  plate  and  hits  with  power. 

Dewey  can,  as  they  say,  do  it  all. 
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stop  a  shot  down  the  third  base  line.  Rico's  fielding  skills  weren't 
fully  appreciated  until  he  was  forced  from  the  lineup.  In  addition, 
he's  a  power  hitter — especially  at  home  with  his  ''Fenway  swing'' 
that  challenges  the  left  field  wall  every  at-bat  Rico  is  skilled 
afield  with  the  bare-handed  stab  at  a  bunt,  the  long  throw  to 
first,  the  acrobatic  lunge.  He's  pretty  nifty. 


HATS  OFF  to  William  Francis  (Bill) 
Lee,  alias  "Spaceman”,  southpaw 
and  blithe  spirit.  Bill  marches  to 
his  own  drummer,  but  when  he 
lliharches  to  the  mound,  it's  all 
business  with  an  assortment  of 
pitches  that  defy  descriptions 
f  Suffice  to  say  Lee  is  different  -  and 
very  effective.

It  was  THE  World  Series  and,  for  a  change, 
all  baseball  buffs  were  in  agreement.  The 
Cincinnati  Reds,  of  course,  won  the  thrilling 
1975  classic  against  the  Boston  Red  Sox  in 
the  ninth  inning  of  the  seventh  game  at 
fabled  Fenway  Park  with  its  "Green  Monster.” 

Jubilant  Reds’  Manager  Sparky  Anderson 
was  the  first  to  admit: 

"We  are  the  best  team  in  baseball -but 
not  by  much.  In  all  sincerity,  I  don’t  know 
that  there’s  ever  been  a  better  World  Series.” 

THE  Series  had  everything: 

Game  One:  Mustachioed  Luis  Tiant,  famed 
EITiante,  pitches  a  5  -hit  shutout  as  jubilant 
Boston  fans  chant  "Loo-ie.”  . . .  "Loo-ie.” 

Game  Two:  Cinci’s  Johnny  Bench  doubles 
to  key  a  two-run,  two-out  rally  in  the  ninth 
won  on  Ken  Griffey’s  two-bagger. 

Game  Three:  Controversy  rages  after  Ed 
Armbrister's  bunt  and  collision  with  Red  Sox 
catcher  Carlton  Fisk  on  umpire  Larry 
Barnett’s  non-interference  call  .  .  .  and  the 
Reds  win,  6-5,  in  10  innings. 

Game  Four:  Tiant  again,  throwing  163 
pitches  and  holding  on  with  Fred  Lynn’s 
sensational  running  catch  preserving  a  5-4 
victory  in  the  ninth  at  Riverfront  Stadium. 

Game  Five:  The  Big  Red  Machine  shifts 
into  high  gear  with  Tony  Perez’  two  homers 
and  four  RBI  and  Don  Gullet's  pitching 
heroics  leading  a  6-2  victory. 

Game  Six:  Possibly  the  greatest  game  in 
World  Series  history,  certainly  one  that  kept 
70  million  glued  to  TV  long  past  bedtime  as 
Carlton  Fisk  put  body-english  on  a  12th 
inning  homer  off  the  left  field  foul  pole  for  a 
dramatic  7-6  win  to  square  things,  three-all. 

Observed  Series’  MVP  Pete  Rose  of  the 
Reds:  “If  the  sixth  game  didn’t  turn  the 
country  on,  there  is  something  wrong.” 

Game  Seven:  Emotions  take  a  roller¬ 
coaster  ride  as  the  Red  Sox  establish  a  3-0 
lead,  the  Reds  rally  and  win  eventually  when 
Joe  Morgan  strokes  a  game-winning  single 
in  the  ninth  for  a  4-3  triumph  and  Cincin¬ 
nati’s  first  championship  since  1940. 

Oh,  yes,  there  are  statistics  that  show  the 
closeness  of  THE  World  Series  —  Boston’s  60 
hits  to  Cincinnati’s  59;  the  Red  Sox’  wispy 
30-29  edge  in  runs;  Cinci’s  nine  stolen  bases 
to  Boston’s  none;  five  of  the  seven  games 
decided  by  one  run. 

But  sheer  statistics  don’t  capture  the 
drama,  the  raw  emotions,  the  competitive 
fire  of  the  1975  World  Series  .  .  .  the  one 
historians  will  call  THE  World  Series. 
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According  to  the  Rulebooh 


IT  WAS  INTERFERENCE 


CONTROVERSIAL  PLAY  in  '75  World  Series 
occured  in  the  10th  inning  of  Game  No.  3 
and  involved  Red  Sox  catcher  Carlton  Fisk 
with  Cincinnati's  Ed  Armbrister.  The  New 
York  News  thought  it  was  interference. 

AL  Umpire  Larry  Barnett  felt  otherwise.  He, 
too,  had  supporters.  Arguments  raged 
among  millions  of  TViewers.  What  do  you 
think?  Here's  an  EXCLUSIVE  SEQUENCE: 
(1)  Ball  approaches  Armbrister's  bat.  (2) 
Pinch-bunter  starts  motion.  (3)  Is  he  in 
reverse?  (4-5)  Play  continues.  (6)  Cincin¬ 
nati's  Pete  Rose  lends  an  ear  to  Fisk  and 
Barnett  in  their  dispute.  This  occured  in 
Riverfront  Stadium  and  was  viewed  by 
60,090,000  fans  via  NBC-TV  while  the 
deciding  Series  game  attracted  75,900,000 
—  the  largest  sports  audience  of  all  time. 


The  major  league  rules  on  interference  by 
a  batter: 

Rule  2:00  INTERFERENCES,  (a)  Offensive 
interference  is  an  act  by  the  team  at  bat  which 
interferes  with,  obstructs,  impedes,  hinders  or 
confuses  any  fielder  attempting  to  make  a  play. 
If  the  umpire  declares  the  batter  out  for  inter¬ 
ference,  all  other  runners  shall  return  to  the 
last  base  that  was,  in  the  judgement  of  the 
umpire,  legally  touched  at  the  time  of  the 
interference,  unless  otherwise  provided  by 
these  rules. 

6.06  A  batter  is  out  for  illegal  action  when  — 
(c)  he  interfered  with  the  catcher's  field¬ 
ing  or  throwing  by  stepping  out  of  the  batter's 
box  or  making  any  other  movement  that 
hinders  the  catcher's  play  at  home  base. 
EXCEPTION:  Batter  is  not  out  if  any  runner 
attempting  to  advance  is  put  out,  or  if  runner 
trying  to  score  is  called  out  for  batter's 
interference. 

7.09  It  is  interference  by  a  batter  or  a  runner 
when  — 

(1)  He  fails  to  avoid  a  fielder  who  is 
attempting  to  field  a  batted  ball,  or  intentionally 
interferes  with  a  thrown  ball,  provided  that  if 
two  or  more  fielders  attempt  to  field  etc.,  etc.
